There is a variety of overseas football shown every week on ‘free to air’ and 
‘pay’ television and viewers are treated to many different playing styles and 
approaches. Referees view these matches and, like players and spectators, 
ask the question, “Why didn’t the referee take the same action as the 
referees in the Ericsson Cup do?”. 

There are many examples including: 

— the mandatory caution for the sliding tackle that misses the ball and 
trips the opponent, 

— the sending off of players who prevent obvious goal-scoring 
opportunities, 

— players having their shirts tucked in, 

~ the wearing of ‘bike-pants’ of different colour to the shorts, 

— players encoaching at the taking of a penalty kick, 

~ the enforcement of the 10 years at free kicks and action against players who delay restarts. 

Referees in Australia do enforce the Laws of the Game as required by FIFA. We believe that 
is what we are required to do, whether or not we believe the changes imposed by FIFA are in 
the best interests of the game. 

There is considerable discussion in England about the direction the game is taking and some 
referees appear to take the law into their own hands and ignore the FIFA directives. This 
attitude is not in the best interests of the game and merely causes problems for other officials, 
both in England and abroad. In fact, some referees refuse to watch English football because it 
teaches too many bad habits! 

The reports from referee assessors indicate that the refereeing in the Ericsson Cup is, in 
general, of a very high standard and that the referees are conforming to the guidelines as laid 
down by FIFA. Just because the referee is officiating in the English Premier League or Italy's 
Serie A, does not make them right and the Ericsson Cup referee wrong. In most instances, 
including those listed above, it is the Australian who is right.

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Tribute to Wanda (Jamvozik 


It was a very sad day when we heard of the sudden death of journalist 
Wanda Jamrozik in January this year. Wanda was a sports journalist 
with the Australian and delighted her huge reading audience with her wit, 
humour and insightful prose. Wanda was also a fan of UTS Olympic and 
came to every home game and many away games wearing the navy blue 
strip. In November last year Wanda wrote a beautiful piece for blues 
News which we have reproduced below. We miss Wanda very much and 
have been fortunate to know her. 


"A DAY AT THE FOOTY" by wanna Jamrozik 


Aunty Win knitted our jumpers. She was my mother’s elder sister and a dab hand with 
the needles. Not too ambitious they never seemed to sit quite right on the few occasions 
she ventured into fairisle territory — but incredibly big and warm I think we appreciated 
them most when we went to the soccer. 

We always stood on the terraces. Usually it was just my dad and myself though sometimes one or both of my older 
brothers would come along for a game. I can’t remember whey they didn’t join us more often. They both liked soccer. 
They both played for their school teams, the elder in particular slogging away at it for years, right through university, 
despite having all the natural grace and talent of a two-day-old foal trying to do gymnastics. Strictly a third team 
proposition, he was, but dedicated —crickey, in his own way he made Kenny Rosewall look like an underachiever. 

Maybe that’s what they were doing my brothers, playing soccer on those wintry afternoons in the early dawn of 
the seventies. Playing it rather than watching Polonia carry the standard high for emigre Poles in Adelaide soccer's 
first division. But I doubt it. More likely they were already up to whatever it is teenage boys get up to that younger 
sisters are forbidden, on pain of arms twisted up your back to breaking point, from observing, much less participating 
in. It was always cold, standing there, teeth gritted, through interminable reserves games, both of us rugged up in 
jackets and scarves while a lazy wind surgically picked its way through every single one of Aunty Win’s stitches 

I don’t know why we kept to the terraces. Maybe it cost too much for seats in the grandstand. Or maybe there 
weren't any grandstands. I certainly can’t remember any; just uneven grass pitches surrounded by four or five low. 
concrete terraces and maybe a row of dilapidated wooden benches. Soccer was, after all, a sport condemned by its 
ethnic associations to an eternity of hopeless amateurism, of fund-raising raffles and borrowed equipment. The 
facilities and the grounds were accordingly crappy. 

And, yes it was ethnic. It was woggy to the core. You hardly heard English being spoken on the terraces. Half the 
time the matches were like ethnic wars in miniature as the various national groups used soccer to pick at the scabs that 
barely covered the generations of conflict living and breathing in their collective psyches. Soccer was the vehicle for 
catharsis, an excuse for atavistic wallowing in grudges and glories that stretched back to the Bronze Age or beyond 

I think I learnt most of my 20th-century European history at those games, listening as my father explained in 
gruesome detail the subtleties of exactly why it was that Hellas supporters would slaughter their Turkish rivals given 
half a chance, or why Serb/Croat fixtures were to be avoided at all costs, or why we Polonia fans were obliged to turn 
out in force whenever our team was drawn against the German side. 

The rest of the time I trailed obediently along after him, trying to conceal my impatience when he ran into someone 
else he knew and embarked on yet another interminable conversation in a language I mostly couldn‘t understand. 

There was always a lot of walking because you had to pick your post in the crowd with care. The trick was to flick 
your eyes once over every knott and clump of people, searching for a glimpse of the red and white of Poland. If that 
was present, you could be sure of your physical safety. The last thing you wanted was to draw breath from letting rip 
with some particularly vile, bigoted stream of invective, only to realise, as the people in the immediate vicinity 
abruptly came back into focus, that you were standing in the middle of a large and heavily muscled group of your 
victim’s compatriates. 

Not a good feeling, that. Not unless the surge of adrenaline that comes with intestine-curdling terror is your bag 
You wouldn't be there at the soccer iffyou didn’t know for a fact that people had died for less. 

It’s the heightened emotions that have stayed sharpest in my memory; the screaming indignation you felt when 
one of your star players was cut down behind play be some neanderthal defender; the rage when a referee stupidly 
awarded a penalty on the strength of an obviously faked dive; or the thrill of an intercept that sparked a wonderfully 
creative attacking move. Beautiful. Miraculous, Divine. 

Clearest of all, I remember the shock of unexpected tears one miserable afternoon when, late in a tense, close- 
fought game, Polonia out of the blue, suddenly scored. Everyone around us going crazy with joy. I couldn't help it; 
they just came gushing out whether I liked it or not. The fading light, the freezing wind, everywhere strangers 
shouting and stamping and my cheeks wet with pre-adolescent, patriotic tears.
